Rome, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)}~ 
Georgia's tax problem will be solved, 
declared Governor-Elect Clifford M. 
Walker in an address before the Ko. 
tary and Kiwanis clubs and the Rome 
Chamber of Commerce, when the in- 
visible property in the state is made 
to pay its proportion of the taxes of 
the state. The governor-elect devoted 
a considerable portion of his address 
to the tax problem. In effect he said 
that if this problem was satisfactorily 
solved, the one thing needful to bring 
industries to Georgia would have 
been accomplished. 

Ile said that 25 years ago, North 
Carolina was far behind Georgia in 
industrial development, and now that 


with which all railroad business must 
be transacted. 

During the morning session plans 
were outlined for establishing a Na- 
tional Transportation § institute at 
Chicago with a research department 
to be conducted in Washington, D.C, 
The institute will afford young men 
an opportunity to study traffie prob- 
lems and qualify them for positions as 
traffic managers of railroads, steam- 
ship and inland waterway lines. The 
institute also will be a means of edu-
